Sierra Madre 
Postal Receipts 
In ‘Healthy Gain’ 

Receipts at the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Post Office showed a 
‘'healthy gain” of 12.3 per cent 
last month, Postmaster Eddie 
D. Robertson reported this 
week. 

Postal receipts last month 
totaled $8,128.64. In March of 
1950, the total was $7,371.19. 

In the canceled mail depart¬ 
ment, .Mr. Robertson announced 
254,019 cancellations last 
month, as compared with 251,- 
412 during the same month 
last year. Metered mail, how¬ 
ever showed a dramatic in¬ 
crease—989,034 for las month, 
as against 172,030 for March 
of 1950.

Permission to subdivide prop- 
ery at the top of Lima avenue 
was granted by the Planning 
Commission Thursday night. 

The Planners OK’d the subdi¬ 
vision map of Charles S. Tellis 
of the Tellis Realty Company. 
The subdivision will consist of 
four lots, each more than the 
required 7500 square feet area. 

Three of the four proposed 
lots face on North Lima, and 
the fourth will have egress and 
ingress to the private roadway 
extending up to the Mater Dol¬ 
orosa Retreat House.

Preliminary estimates of the cost of converting the old PE 
Depot into a civic center were presented at Monday night’s 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce. 

Manual de la Torre, local contractor working on the Cham¬ 
ber’s depot committee, said cost of doing much of the work— 

including reroofing, re-flooring 
would be approximately $2600. 

The estimate does not in¬ 
clude, however, cost of a heat¬ 
er or painters’ wages. It also 
concerns only work on build¬ 
ing, not the grounds. 

“Like any other project,” Mr. 
de la Torre explained, “this one 
is limited by site and funds. 
The Chamber committee is try¬ 
ing to work around this prob¬ 
lem, striving to keep the old- 
fashioned charms of the sta¬ 
tion, yet making it an attrac¬ 
tive center of town. 

He pointed out that plans are 
being held up some because of 
the proposed street work on 
Kersting Court and Sierra Mad¬ 
re boulevard. 

“As soon as the level and 
grade of the street improve¬ 
ments are settled,” Mr. de la 
Torre said, ‘‘we can complete 
our final drawings.” 

When the plans are com¬ 
pleted, the Chamber committee 
will present them to the City 
Council.

ced Tuesday that he will not 
seek reelection when his term 
expires in May. 

At the same time, Dr. Milton 
Valois, Sierra Madre dentist, 
has filed candidacy papers for 
the vacant seat on the Board, 
an election for which has been 
set for May 18. 

Last day for candidates to 
file for the office is Wednes¬ 
day, April 18. 

Mr. Ward has been a school 
trustee for nearly 19 years, 
more than a dozen of which he 
has served as Board chairman. 

“I feel I have served the 
school district and citizens to 
the best of my ability,” Mr. 

Ward said yesterday. “I great¬ 
ly appreciate the confidence 
the people have shown in re¬ 
electing me each time. 

“It is time, however, for 
younger blood to step into of¬ 
fice. It is better to have trus¬ 
tees serving who have chil¬ 
dren attending public school.” 
he said.

Ward Won’t 
Run Again; 
Valois Files 


One-hundred twenty persons 
of the 197 who turned in ques¬ 
tionnaires, said they would fa¬ 
vor a recreation district costing 
5 cents per $100 assessed valu¬ 
ation. Only 12 people voted 
“no,” the remainder leaving the 
question blank. 

According to the survey, 
both direction and facilities 
need to be considered in a rec¬ 
reation program, Mr. Eder said. 

“While there was a slight 
preponderance of opinion that 
facilities should be emphasiz¬ 
ed,” he explained, “almost all 
of the suggestions received in¬ 
dicated the necessity of a di¬ 
rector to properly utilize the 
reservoir of enthusiastic volun¬ 
teer assistance which is avail¬ 
able in Sierra Madre.” 

The survey also showed, ac¬ 
cording to the committee, that 
the city’s recreation program 
must encompass more age 
groups than in the past. 

It was also felt that direc¬ 
tion of a recreation program 
by the school system would ig¬ 
nore a large majority of citi¬ 
zens who need recreation facil¬ 
ities and direction. 

Finally, the survey commit¬ 
tee reported that almost 75 
per cent of the questionnaires 
returned listed swimming as 
one of their families’ activi¬ 
ties. 

“On this basis, it would seem 
advisable to re-open the ques¬ 
tion of constructing a more 
adequate swimming pool here,” 
Mr. Eder said.

Mr. Ellis recently had sev¬ 
eral of his paintings on dis¬ 
play in a one-man exhibit at 
Pasadena Art Institute .during 
which he gave demonstrations 
of this type of work. He also 
has a charcoal and crayon 
drawing, “The Mexican Boy, 
in the current exhibit at the 
City Hall Art Gallery. 

Recently the artist teamed up 
with Sierra M a d r e A rchitect 
MacCason in building a mod¬ 
ern house, Mr. Ellis doing the 
house murals and interior deco¬ 
rating. The plastic-powder 
medium is particularly useful 


“Art should become a part of 
peoples’ lives,” believes Rohert 
Ellis, promising young profes¬ 
sional artist and a relative new¬ 
comer to Sierra Madre. 

Mr. Ellis says there is too 
much separation of art and 
every-day people living in 
America. 

“Instead,” he opines, "Amer¬ 
icans should value art enough 
to want to have something cre¬ 
ative and o ri g i n a 1 in their 
homes.” 

The artist and his wife moved 
to Sierra Madre last Septem¬ 
ber after living for 27 months 
in Mexico City. During that 
time he was graduated from 
Mexico City College with a 
bachelor of arts degree, then 
stayed on as a member of the 
faculty for one year. 

It was during his stay “south 
of the border” that Mr. Ellis 
captured the “feeling’ 'of Mexi¬ 
can art which critics say is 
so apparent in his work. 

In Mexico he studied under 
the famous Jose Gutierrez, who 
pioneered in adapting the 
American method of plastics to 
artists’ use. 

The relatively new process 
uses clear, liquid plastics and 
powdered colors as an art med¬ 
ium. Mr. Ellis says it is his 
favorite medium at present, 
“since you can do more with 
it than with oils.” 

“Both and artist’s palette 
knife and brush can be used 
in the plastic-painting proc¬ 
ess,” he explains. "And it’s 
possible to build-up the surface 
of the painting, thereby creat¬ 
ing a third dimensional im-

that idea. As a result, they 
have wrecked the recreation 
program and have to be held 
responsible.” 

Councilman Black countered 
with the statement that he 
does not believe in doing with¬ 
out leadership completely. 

A1 E. Morgan, Recreation 
Commission chairman, pointed 
out that he sees nothing wrong 
with the recreation ordinance 
as it now is and reminded Mr. 
Black that the ordinance makes 
no mention of joint school-city 
financing and refers to tne 
school only in that it is en¬ 
titled to one representative on 
the commission. 

Gene Lunsford, one of the or¬ 
iginal framers of the law, said 
the method of financing recrea¬ 
tion was purposely left blank 
so it could be worked out more 
flexibly. 

Concerning financing of rec¬ 
reation, Mr. Goldberg pointed 
out the desirability of forming 
a recreation district so the com¬ 
mission could know where it 
stands financially. With mon¬ 
ey earmarked specifically by 
the people, rather than by the 
council each year, a definite 
program could be carried 
through, he said. 

Asked about the possibility 
of using alcohol tax monies 
for recreation, Mayor Kinney 
said he thought the fund “could 
be used.” 

Meanwhile, City Attorney T. 
Guy Cornyn said this week that 
the proposed ordinance to re¬ 
peal the recreation ordinance 
will be ready for presentaion 
at Tuesday’s Council meeting.

It is the belief of the editor 
of Fire Engineering that civil 
defense authorities are making 
a mistake by not giving more 
thought to the needs of fire 
protection. Many millions are 
to be spent for the building of 
shelters. 

The gravest threat in an at¬ 
tack on this nation is fire 
(from atom bomh, high explos¬ 
ive bomb and incendiary 
bomb.) This makes fire a most 
serious threat to our fire de¬ 
fense preparations, our produc¬ 
tion and stockpiling. The vis¬ 
ions of evaluation, overflow¬ 
ing hospitals and roads, and 
general pandemonium is pos¬ 
sible, while the insidious fire 
is attacking us every minute. 

This may be a matter of con¬ 
sideration for us locally. It is 
true that we seem to be well 
prepared for ordinary fire pos¬ 
sibilities, but under the pre¬ 
vailing circumstances, there is 
no assurance that everything 
we now possess along the line 
of fire apparatus, is sufficient 
for catastrophe.

(Pressure Saucepan Recipe) 

1 1/2 lb. “stewing beef” 

1 small bay leaf 
Yl tsp. whole cloves 

1 large onion, sliced 

2 Tbsp. salad oil 

}/, C3. syrup from sweet pickles 
4 Tbsp. catsup 
2 Tbsp. shortening 

4 Tbsp. flour 
Salt and Pepper 
Garlic salt 

5 Tbsp. chopped sweet pickles 
Buy “stewing beef” or get lean 

beef and cut it in pieces about 
square. Put meat in a covered cas¬ 
serole with bay leaf, cloves and 
onion. Mix oil, vinegar and cat¬ 
sup and pour over the meat (mix¬ 
ture should be about Vs way up on 
the quantity of meat.)

The citations accompanying 
the awards said Lieutenant Mc¬ 
Leod had participated in aer- 
iaj combat at extreme range 
of the aircraft, under severe 
weather conditions and at ex¬ 
tremely low altitudes in the 
face of heavy enemy fire. 

The Sierra Madre airman 
earned the original Air Medal 
and two Oak Leaf Clusers in 
World War II while flying in 
the Asiatic-Pacific Theater of 
operations. He also won the 
Distinguished Flying Cross 
with two Oak Leaf Clusters 
during the war.
